After 
testing  their  might  against  wor- 
thy opponent  and  legendary 
coach  Ted  Castaneda,  the  team 
proceeded  to  the  Adams  State 
Invitational  in  Alamosa,  CO. 
While  CC  feU  short  of  the  furi- 
ous pace  set  by  the  Adams  State 
Harriers.  Chris  Flood  led  eight- 
time  National  Cross  Country 
champion  Pat  Porter  through 
a  rigorous  post-race  warm 
down. 

Next,  the  Tigers  scored  a 
first-ever  victory  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Colorado.  Following 
this  triumph,  CC  gained  an  edge 
over  Regional  contenders  Ne- 
braska-Wesleyan  at  the 
Concordia  Invitational  in 
Seward,  Nebraska.  The  follow- 
ing week,  senior  Patrick  Judge 
claimed  his  first  Collegiate  title 
at  the  Colorado  College  home 
invite,  although  USC  edged  out 
CC  for  first  place.  In  the 
season's  final  encounter  with 
USC,  CC  heartily  trounced 
them. 

At  the  Soutwestem  In- 
vitational in  Winfield,  KS,  the 
Tigers  posted  nine  personal 
records.  Only  one  obstacle  re- 
mained in  the  road  to  Nationals 
—  Regionals.  From  the  start, 
the  Tigers  had  a  legitimate  shot 
at  qualifying  for  Nationals.  Their 
bodies  knew  when  to  peak,  un- 


fortunately they  got  the  date 
wrong,  thanks  to  a  failure  in 
intra-Regional  communication. 
So  CC's  rendezvous  with  glory 
was  postponed,  but  "Der 
Kaseschneider  ist  gefallen!" 

The  season  produced  six- 
teen lettermen.  with  special 
recognition  awarded  to  Sean 
Cavanaghand  Anderson  (Most 
Improved  Award),  Doug  Gross 
(Rookie  Award),  and  Judge 
(Most  Valuable  Runner  Award). 
Junior  Jim  Macken  also  de- 
serves commendation  for  his 
17th  place  finish  at  the  Re- 
gional meet,  as  does  sopho- 
more Mark  Sweet  for  running 
second  for  the  team  in  five  races. 
Finally,  due  to  their  virtue  alone, 
Dave  Furneaux,  Kris 
O'Connor,  PhillTrevino,  Jerry 
Giacinto.  Richard 

Heermance,  Mark  DeOrsay, 
and  Sean  Hehn  must  be  rec- 
ognized as  cornerstones  in  a 
tradition  of  excellence  that  wiU 
carry  the  team  into  the  future. 

Coach  Castaneda  and  the 
members  of  the  team  also  offer 
a  "tip  of  the  hat"  to  graduating 
senior  Co-Captains  Anderson 
and  Judge,  as  well  as  Doug 
Lansky  and  Nick  Zandstra, 
current  "Big  Ugly"  record  holder 
(51  seconds).  While  these  men 
will  surely  be  missed.  Captains 
Brian  Kates  and  Jim  Macken 
WiU  lead  the  1992  Cross  Country 
squad  in  its  relentless  pursuit 
of  a  top- 10  National  placing.

The  Tigers  finished  the 
season  a  disappointing  3  and 
6.  Head  coach  Craig  Rundle 
led  CC  to  victories  over  Pomona- 
Pitzer  (17-  13).TaborCoUege(52- 
0),  and  Trinity  Univ.  (21-14). 
Despite  not  achieving  their  goal 
of  a  winning  season,  the  play- 
ers gained  \^uable  experience 
in  second  year  coach  Rundle's 
aggressive  style  of  football,  and 
did  well  in  the  face  of  adversity, 
battling  a  tough  schedule  and 
many  injuries  in  order  to  play 
competitively  throughout  the 
season. 

"We  entered  every  game  feel- 
ing that  we  could  win,  and  that 
feeling  was  there  all  year,"  said 
senior  Chad  Wright. 

An  experienced  group  of 
upperclassmen  and  a  talented 
freshmen  class  jelled  together 
using  teamwork  and  a  close 
sense  of  camaraderie.  The  se- 
nior class  of  Ryiin  Mendoza, 
Steve  Mottrom,  Wright,  and 
Alan  Luzietti  provided  the  team 
with  leadership .  Mendoza  and 
Luzietti,  along  with  teammates 
R.J.  Gallardo  and  Chuck 
Jones,  were  voted  team  cap- 
tains. The  combination  of 
upperclass  experience  and 
freshmen  enthusiasm  was  a 
key  element  for  the  Tigers. 

The  offense  was  led  by 
quarterback  Larry  Britton. 
Britton  would  often  look  to  re- 
ceivers Nick  Mystrom,  who  had 
over  560  yards  receiving,  in- 
cluding a  154yard  performance 


against  Pamona,  and  Trevor 
Shettron,  who  set  a  school 
record  for  yards  receiving  in  a 
single  game  with  166  against 
Trinity  Univ.,  as  well  as  catch- 
ing five  touchdowns.  CC's 
passing  game  was  comple- 
mented by  a  much  improved 
running  ^me,  behind  an  of- 
fensive line  led  by  Luzietti, 
center,  and  Wright,  guard. 
Tailback  Motram  was  the 
team's  leading  rusher.  He 
gained  468  yards,  including  138 
yards  against  Tabor  College,  in 
route  to  finding  the  endzone 
seven  times.  Strong  offensive 
play  was  also  turned  in  by  run- 
ning backs  Jones  and  John 
Lutz.  Throughout  the  season, 
the  offense  played  consistently 
and  took  advantage  of  its  op- 
portunities. 

The  defense  relied  on  the 
solid  play  of  linebackers 
Mendoza  and  Gallardo,  the 
teams  leading  tackier.  Todd 
Mays,  defensive  end,  led  the 
team  in  quarterback  sacks. 
Keith  Mottrom  was  the 
standout  in  the  Tiger  second- 
ary, grabbing  five  interceptions. 
Four  years  of  football  at 
CC  have  left  the  seniors  with 
many  great  memories  and  last- 
ing friendships.  "It  was  being  a 
part  of  a  group  that  was  really 
close,"  says  Luzietti.  "  I  know  I 
have  made  some  lifelong 
friendships.  "
